Sir: — I have  the  honor  to  present  the  first  annual  report  of  this  office 
for  the  fiscal  year  ending  I^ovember  30th,  1895.

DIVISION  I. 


STATE  OFFICERS. 

There  has  been  no  examination  made,  by  this  office,  of  any 
of  the  State  Offices  during  this  first  term,  as  other  matters  of 
importance  have  required  our  consideration  and  immediate 
attention.  The  different  state  boards  having  direct  super- 
vision of  all  of  the  accounts  of  the  several  state  officers  this 
office  has  felt  somewhat  relieved  of  responsibility  in  that 
direction. 

In  a general  observation  of  the  manner  of  keeping  the  ac- 
counts of  the  state  by  the  different  officers,  having  to  do  with 
the  same,  I find  that  there  are  several  matters  which  will  in  the 
near  future  receive  my  attention.  It  appears  that  in  addition 
to  the  reports  required  by  law  to  be  made  to  the  State  Auditor 
and  Treasurer  bv  the  Gountv  Clerks  and  Treasurers,  there 
should  be  such  reports  as  hereinafter  indicated.  Sec.  3872 
Political  Code  reads  as  folloAvs: 

Within  ten  days  after  the  final  settlement,  the  County  Clerk 
must  transmit,  by  mail,  a statement  to  the  State  Auditor,  in 
such  form  as  he  requires,  of  each  kind  of  property  assessed  and 
delinquent,  and  the  total  amount  of  delinquent  taxes.’’ 

Sec.  3925  reads  in  part  as  follows: 

^^The  County  Treasurer  must  keep  an  accurate  account  of  all 
money  paid  in  redemption  of  property  sold  to  the  county,  and 
must  on  first  Monday  of  June  in  each  year  make  a detailed 
report,  verified  by  his  affidavit,  of  each  account,  year  for  year, 
to  the  State  Auditor,  in  such  form  as  the  State  xluditor  may 
desire.” 

This  office  will  require  in  addition  to  the  report  mentioned  in 
Sec.  3872  that  a report  shall  be  furnished  every  quarter  by  the 
several  county  treasurers,  to  the  State  Auditor,  showing  the 
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total  valuation  and  amount  of  delinquent  taxes  due  to  the  sev- 
eral state  funds.  Sec.  3925  is  not  a good  law  as  it  should  re- 
quire the  report  mentioned  to  be  furnished  every  quarter  as 
follows:  On  the  first  days  of  March,  June,  September,  and 
December  of  each  year  and  to  cover  at  least  two  years  delin- 
quent taxes  in  separate  items. 

The  object  of  having  the  quarterly  reports  made  on  the 
particular  dates  mentioned  is  that  it  will  then  cover  the  dates 
of  each  fiscal  year. 

Sec.  3821  reads  as  follows:  ^^The  fiscal  vear  for  state  and 

t/ 

county  purposes  commences  on  the  first  day  of  December  of 
each  year  and  ends  on  the  last  day  of  November  of  each  year.’’ 

Sec.  3822:  ^^All  state  and  county  officers  who  are  required 
to  make  and  file  reports  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of 
the  Constitution,  the  general  laws  of  the  state  and  the  codes, 
shall  prepare  and  file  such  reports  on  the  tenth  day  of  Decem- 
ber of  each  year;  which  reports  shall  include  the  transaction 
of  such  board  or  officer  for  the  fiscal  year.” 

Sec.  3823 : ^^This  act  should  be  construed  as  amendatorv  to 
any  and  all  acts  heretofore  enacted  otherwise  fixing  and  desig- 
nating the  coinmencement  of  the  fiscal  year  of  state  and  conn- 
ties,  and  as  well  fixing  the  time  for  making  and  filing  reports 
by  state  and  county  officers,  and  all  acts  and  parts  of  acts  in 
conflict  with  this  act  are  hereby  modified  in  form  with  the 
provisions  of  this  act.” 

These  last  three  acts  were  approved  March  13th,  1895. 

There  appears  to  have  never  been  any  record  kept  which 
would  enable  the  State  Auditor  to  report  to  the  state  legisla 
tive  assembly  the  exact  amount  of  delinquent  taxes  for  the 
past  two  years. 

The  books  of  the  State  Auditor  should  be  so  kept  that  the 
B(‘ard  of  Examiners  could  at  any  time  ascertain  how  nearly 
the  different  appropriations  of  the  legislative  assembly  were 
covered  by  the  revenue  collections  derived  from  taxes,  licenses, 
state  officers’  fees,  etc.  for  each  of  the  appropriations  and  for 
each  of  the  respective  years’  appropriations,  so  that  the  excess 
amounts  or  shortages  could  be  shown  for  each  account  and  for 
each  year.  This  would  require  a set  of  side  accounts  to  be

kept  separate  from  other  accounts.  The  accounts  of  money 
re(*eived  and  paid  out  of  the  several  funds  could  be  kept  in  a 
gener-al  ledger  and  have  nothing  in  common  with  the  accounts 
against  approx^riations.  The  reports  herein  mentioned  can  be 
easily  compiled  from  the  books  now  iu  use  in  the  offices  of  the 
several  ( 'Ounty  Clerks  and  Treasurers  as  their  books  were 
gotten  out  for  the  express  purpose  of  producing  this  class  of 
statistics. 

It  is  the  inirpose  of  this  office  to  organize  a system  of  ac- 
counts within  the  next  few  months,  between  the  State  Auditor 
and  State  Treasurer,  which  will  give  a daily  balance  between 
all  funds  of  the  state  and  at  the  same  time  produce  the  infor- 
mation mentioned  above.  The  law  which  requires  the  paid 

arrants  to  be  held  in  the  office  of  the  Treasurer,  is  a mistake 
and  should  be  amended  so  that  they  will  be  passed  into  the 
office  of  the  State  Auditor  at  least  once  a month.

All  of  these  institutions  are  under  the  supervision  of  the 
State  Boards,  which  Boards  receive  elaborate  and  frequent 
reports  and  in  consequence  this  office  has  paid  no  attention  to 
the  accounts  of  any  of  them  and  will  not  unless  instructed  to 
do  so  by  the  proper  boards  or  your  Excellency. 

There  will  be  an  investigation  made  of  the  accounts  of  the 
local  boards,  in  the  cases  of  the  Agricultural  College  of  Mon- 
tana and  the  State  Normal  School,  owdng  to  the  fact  that  they 
are  placed  in  charge  of  certain  moneys  accruing  from  the  sale 
of  land  bonds.  This  office  has  now  under  consideration  cer- 
tain books  for  use  in  each  of  these  cases. 


DIVISION  III. 


COUNTY  OFFICERS. 


The  first  efforts  of  this  office  were  expended  in  making  an 
investigation  of  several  different  county  offices  in  several  coun- 
ties for  the  purpose  of  ascertaining  what  the  system,  hereto- 
fore employed,  by  the  various  officers  was  in  keeping  the 
accounts  of  their  respective  counties.  It  was  found  that  no 
two  counties  in  the  state  had  the  same  system  of  accounts  and 
tliat  no  two  like  officers  had  like  systems  or  like  accounts.  In 
one  county  the  Treasurer  would  be  keeinng  thorough  double 
entry  system  of  books  and  in  the  next  county  the  Treasurer 
would  have  neither  cash  book,  ledger  or  journal.  Some  of  the 
County  Clerks  have  been  keeping  an  account  of  the  finances 
of  their  county,  while  in  the  adjoining  county  they  never  had 
had  an  account  of  the  actual  financial  condition  of  their 
county,  in  fact  the  latter  was  found  to  be  the  case  in  two  of  the 
largest  counties  of  the  state. 

In  order  that  the  system  of  books  in  the  several  county  offices 
would  be  uniform  this  office  prescribed  the  following  books 
and  blanks. 

COUNTY  TBEASUBEB: 

General  Ledger,,  Petty  Ledger,  (containing  two  forms,  one 
for  bank  accounts  and  one  for  school  district  accounts)  General

Cash  Book,  Petty  Cash  Book,  Register  of  Vouchers  Surrend- 
ered, Register  of  Taxes  Collected,  Register  of  Licenses  Col- 
lected, Register  of  Warrants  Presented  and  not  Paid  for  want 
of  Funds,  Bond  Register  (for  school  districts  and  county  bonds 
sold).  Memoranda  of  Distributions  of  County  and  Penalty  Tax 
Collections,  General  Balance  Book,  School  District  Balance 
Book,  Schedule  of  Licenses,  with  sample  form  to  order  from 
(There  are  one  hundred  and  six  forms  of  licenses  under  the 
codes).  Monthly  Report  form,  for  reporting  the  receipts  and 
disbursements  of  all  moneys  to  the  debit  and  credit  of  all  the 
county  and  state  funds. 

Tax  Receipt  forms.  Duplicate  Receipt  forms  for  use  in  re- 
ceipting to  county  officers  for  fees  turned  into  the  county 
treasury,  and  a form  of  receipt  for  use  in  receipting  for  money 
turned  in  for  use  of  the  county  from  miscellaneous  collections. 

COUNTY  CLERK: 

General  Ledger,  Petty  Ledger,  Register  of  Receipts  and 
Disbursements,  Warrant  Register  (in  which  all  warrants  is- 
sued against  the  treasury  by  the  county  clerk,  clerk  of  the 
court  or  by  county  commissioners  must  be  registered)  Allow- 
ance Book,  Receipt  form  for  use  in  issuing  a receipt  in  taking 
up  the  receipt  issued  by  the  treasurer,  and  six  forms  of  War- 
rants as  prescribed  by  the  codes. 

CLERKS  OF  THE  DISTRICT  COURTS: 

General  Fee  Book,  Witness  and  Juror  Time  Book,two  forms 
of  Certificate  Warrants,  and  Report  form  for  reporting  list  of 
warrants  issued. 

SHERIFFS: 

Jail  Boarders  Time  Book,  Register  of  Prisoners  and  form  of 
monthly  report  to  county  clerk. 

PUBLIC  ADMINISTRATOR: 

Register  of  Estates  (including  a full  account  of  all  property 
coming  into  his  hands  as  such  administrator)  and  a form  of  re- 
port to  District  judge  semi-  annually. 
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COUNTY  COKONERS: 

Register  of  Deaths  (giving  full  description  of  the  body,  per- 
sonal effects,  and  shovting  the  disposition  of  both),  and  a form 
of  r(‘]3ort  to  county  clerk  inonthl3^ 

All  of  the  above  named  books  and  blanks  are  now  in  use 
thronghont  the  state,  except  in  three  counties  where  the  books 
have  been  delayed  in  the  hands  of  the  printers,  and  these  three 
counties  will  have  these  books  in  use  by  Dec.  1st,  1895.  Thus 
this  office  has  at  this  time  in  practical  use  a uniform  system  of 
a('Connts  with  all  county  officers,  so  far  as  financial  account 
books  and  records  are  concerned. 

The  treasurers  cannot  now"  receive  a cent  in  the  treasury  for 
the  use  of  the  county  without  giving  a receipt  for  the  same 
either  in  duplicate  or  with  a stub  attached  which  must  immedi- 
ately be  deposited  with  the  county  clerk,  who  keeps  accounts 
current  with  the  County  Treasurer.  The  county  treasurers 
are  required  to  report  under  oath  to  the  county  clerk,  on  a blank 
prepared  for  that  puiqiose  hj  this  office,  monthly,  showing  the 
credits  and  debits  to  each  of  the  county  and  state  funds  for  the 
past  month  and  showdiig  the  total  amount  of  receipts  from 
each  source  of  revenue.  The  w"arrants  are  returned  at  the 
close  of  each  month’s  business,  which  have  been  paid  during 
the  month  last  passed,  to  the  county  clerk.  The  County  Clerks 
are  in  this  manner  enabled  to  keep  the  accounts  of  the  county 
against  tiie  county  treasurers  in  such  a maner  that  the  Exam- 
iner can  at  any  time  check  the  treasurers  against  the  books  of 
the  County  Clerks.  'These  books  and  blanks  are  all  based  upon 
the  authority  of  the  codes  as  to  general  results  required. 

The  books  prescribed  for  use  in  the  offices  of  the  countv 
treasurers  require  that  the  accounts  be  kept  on  a daily  balance 
S3^stem.  Each  night  a balance  between  cash  and  entries  to  the 
credit  and  debit  of  all  funds  of  the  county  and  state  is  shown 
and  in  addition  to  this  the  balance  to  the  credit  or  debit  of  each 
of  the  petty  accounts,  banks  and  school  districts,  is  shown  at 
any  time  during  the  day.  Heretofore  these  balances  were  onlv 

ty 

shown  at  the  close  of  business  quarterly. 

ihe  reason  that  so  few  forms  have  been  prescribed  for  the 
sheriffs  is  owing  to  the  fact  that  there  is  a difference  of  opin- 
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ions  as  to  whether  the  laws  of  the  third  legislative  assembly  or 
the  codes  or  laws  of  the  fourth  legislative  assembly  are  now 
operative.  In  the  event  that  the  codes  are  in  force  as  to  the 
manner  of  paying  the  sheriffs  for  board  of  prisoners  and  ex- 
penses in  traveling,  the  books  necessary  would  be  entirely  dif- 
ferent from  the  books  necessary  under  the  old  law.  There  are 
several  counties  in  the  state  which  have  special  contracts  with 
the  sheriff  as  to  hack  and  livery  hire,  while  one  county  is  pay- 
ing ten  cents  per  mile  for  all  expenses  another  county  is  paying 
actual  expenses  from  vouchers  presented  by  the  sheriff  in  bill- 
ing against  their  county.  These  additional  books  will  be  in- 
troduced as  soon  as  the  questions  of  law  are  passed  upon  by  the 
supreme  court. 

The  Coroners  and  Public  Administrators  have  been  keeping- 
books  in  most  counties  in  the  manner  and  form  they  desired 
and  as  a result  no  records  of  authority  have  been  kept  and  es- 
tates have  been  charged  with  items  of  expense  beyond  all 
reason  and  without  the  authority  of  law.  The  records  in  these 
last  named  cases  being  so  vague  that  it  is  impossible  for  an  ex- 
amination to  be  made.  This  office  looks  upon  the  offices  of  the 
coroners  and  public  administrators  as  being  very  important. 
There  is  no  good  reason  why  an  estate  in  charge  of  an  admin- 
istrator duly  elected  by  the  people  should  not  keep  as  thorough 
records  of  all  proceedings  had  in  each  estate  as  should  an  es- 
tate which  is  being  administered  by  a relative  or  special  ap- 
pointee. The  coroners^  records  should  be  so  kept  that  a full 
description  of  all  proceedings  had  in  each  case  should  be  fully 
shown,  verdict  of  the  jury,  disposition  of  body  and  personal 
effects,  etc. 

The  Examiner  and  his  accountant  have  visited  each  of  the 
county  offices  (with  the  exception  of  one  county)  in  the  past  few 
months  and  while  the  examinations  made  were  only  prelim- 
inary, extending  back  only  to  the  date  of  opening  new  books 
under  the  new  system,  yet  a great  amount  of  labor  and  time 
was  expended  in  getting  the  neAV  order  of  things  in  account- 
ing, fairly  launched.  Where  we  have  found  it  necessary  we 
have  opened  the  new  books  under  our  direct  supervision. 
During  the  next  fiscal  year  this  office  expects  to  be  able  to 
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make  thorough  examinations  of  all  of  the  county  and  state 
offices. 

The  tabulated  statements  which  this  office  gives  under  the 
appendix  hereto  attached  for  the  year  1895  are  inferior,  in 
comparison  to  those  Avhich  will  accompany  the  report  for  the 
year  1896. The  new  books  not  having  been  in  use  long  enough 
to  produce  many  statistics  it  has  been  impossible  to  submit 
any  additional  facts  to  those  shown. 

The  books  now  in  use  will  enable  this  office  to  show  all  the 
different  items  of  cost  in  the  several  counties  in  a comparison 
form,  as  well  as  to  show  the  increases  and  decreases. 

The  figures  shown  in  all  of  the  statements  herein  were  taken 
from  reports  submitted  to  this  office  by  county  clerks  and  treas- 
urers and  the  accuracy  of  these  reports  will  be  investigated 
during  the  year  1896.

Included  in  the  above  summary  is  the  statement  from  the 
Security  Bank  of  Great  Falls  which  has  since  that  date,  retired 
from  business  iiaying  depositors  in  full;  according  to  state 
ments  received  by  this  department  from  said  bank. 

The  present  laws  of  this  state  relative  to  banking  associa- 
tions going  into  liquidation  or  retiring  from  business,  are  such 
that  it  has  been  a difficult  matter  to  ascertain  what  banks  were 
still  in  business.  In  fact  I have  found  banks  which  have  been 
incorporated  as  state  banks  and  then  changing  to  private  con- 
cerns and  re-incorporating  as  National  banks  and  then  again 
changing  to  state  corporations,  and  nothing  to  guide  a person 
in  the  matter  but  the  articles  of  corporation  filed  with  the  sec- 
retary of  state.  The  law  not  requiring  proper  records  of  the 
banks^  liquidations  or  changes  made  from  one  class  of  incor- 
poration to  another.  The  following  is  suggested  as  a necessary 
law  to  cover  such  cases. 

Any  association  organized  under  the  provisions  of  state 
banking  corporation  law,  may  be  dissolved  by  the  District 
Court  of  the  county  where  its  office  or  principal  place  of  busi- 
ness is  situated,  upon  the  voluntary  application  for  that  pur- 
pose. The  application  must  be  in  writing  and  must  set  forth 
that  at  a meeting  of  the  stockholders  or  members  called  for 
that  purpose,  the  dissolution  of  the  association  was  resolved  on 
by  two-thirds  vote  of  all  the  stockholders  or  members,  and  that 
all  claims  and  demands  against  the  association  have  been  satis 
fied  and  discharged.  The  application  must  be  signed  by  a ma- 
jority of  the  board  of  directors  or  other  officers  having  the  man- 
agement of  the  affairs  of  the  association,  and  must  be  verified 
in  the  same  manner  as  a complaint  in  civil  action.  The  verified 
copy  of  the  application  shall  be  filed  with  the  State  Examiner 
within  ten  days  after  the  filing  of  such  applicationwith  the 
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District  Court.  If  the  court  is  satisfied  that  the  application 
is  in  conformity  with  the  state  banking  law,  it  must  order  the 
application  to  be  filed,  and  that  the  clerk  give  not  less  than 
thirty  nor  more  than  fifty  days  notice  of  the  application  by 
publication  in  some  newspaper  published  in  the  county,  and  if 
there  are  none  such,  then  by  advertisement  posted  up  in  five  of 
the  principal  public  places  in  the  county.  At  any  time  before 
the  expiration  of  the  time  of  publication,  any  person  may  file 
his  objections  to  the  application.  Before  the  final  hearing  and 
determination  of  the  application,  the  State  Examiner  shall 
make  a thorough  examination  of  the  affairs  of  such  associa- 
tion and  file  a certified  statement  of  such  examination  with  the 
clerk  of  the  court  of  the  county  where  such  examination  is 
made,  which  statement  shall  be  a part  of  the  papers  in  the  case. 
After  the  time  of  publication  has  expired  the  court  may,  upon 
five  days’  notice  to  the  persons  who  have  filed  objection,  or 
without  further  notice,  if  no  objections  have  been  filed,  proceed 
to  hear  and  determine  the  application,  and  if  all  the  statements 
made  are  shown  to  be  true,  the  court  must  declare  the  associa- 
tion dissolved.  Xo  stockholder  or  officer  of  such  association 
shall  be  allowed  to  withdraw  from  such  association,  or  sur- 
render or  dispose  of  his  shares  of  stock  after  the  filing  or  mak- 
ing such  application  for  dissolution,  and  prior  to  the  final 
determination  of  the  case.  Upon  the  dissolution  of  such  asso- 
ciation by  the  District  Court,  the  clerk  of  said  court  shall  forth- 
with notify  the  Secretary  of  State  of  such  dissolution,  by  send- 
ing a copy  of  the  order  of  the  court,  and  said  order  and  notice 
shall  be  filed  by  the  Secretary  of  State  with  the  original 
certificate  of  organization.  The  application,  notices  and  proof 
of  publication,  objections  if  any  and  declaration  of  dissolution, 
constitute  the  judgment  roll,  and  from  the  judgment  an  appeal 
mat"  be  taken  in  the  same  manner  as  in  other  actions. 

Sec.  573  of  the  Banking  Law  should  be  amended  so  that  the 
following  be  added.  Such  oath  subscribed  by  the  director 
making  it  and  certified  by  the  officer  before  whom  it  is  taken, 
shall  at  once  be  transmitted  to  the  State  Examiner  to  be  filed 
in  his  office. 

Sec.  500  of  the  Political  Code  (State  Examiner  act)  provides 
authority  for  calling  rejiorts.  It  fails  to  require  the  publica- 
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tion  of  the  same  aud  it  is  suggested  that  the  state  banking  law 

be  amended  by  adding  as  follows: 

Every  association  shall  make  at  least  four  reports  each  year 
to  the  State  Examiner,  according  to  the  form  which  may  be 
prescribed  by  him,  verified  by  the  oath  of  the  President  or 
Cashier  and  attested  by  at  least  two  of  the  directors;  such 
report  shall  exhibit  in  detail  and  under  appropriate  heads  the 
resources  and  liabilities  of  the  association  at  the  close  of  busi- 
ness on  any  past  day  by  him  specified,  and  shall  be  transmitted 
to  the  State  Examiner  within  seven  days  after  the  receipt  of 
such  request  from  him,  and  in  the  same  form  shall  be  published 
in  a iieAvspaper  published  in  the  city  or  county  where  such 
association  is  located,  at  the  expense  of  the  association.  The 
State  Examiner  shall  also  have  power  to  call  for  special  re- 
ports from  any  association  whenever  in  his  judgment  the  same 
is  necessary,  in  order  to  obtain  a full  and  comjilete  knowledge 
of  its  condition;  every  association  which  fails  to  make  and 
transmit  any  report  required  under  this  section  shall  be  sub- 
ject to  a penalty  of  two  hundred  dollars  for  each  offense. 

Sec.  584  State  Bank  Law  requires  that  each  association 
organized  under  the  state  law  must  at  all  times  have  on  hand  in 
available  funds  an  amount  equal  at  least  to  20  per  cent  of  all  its 
immediate  liabilities,  etc.  There  is  no  provision  for  enforcing 
these  requirements,  and  it  is  therefore  recommended  that  said 
section  be  amended  by  adding  thereto  as  follows: 

The  State  Examiner  may  notify  any  association  whose  law- 
ful money  reserve  shall  be  below  the  amount  required  to  be  on 
hand,  to  make  good  such  reserve,  and  if  such  association  shall 
fail  so  to  do  for  a period  of  thirty  days  after  such  notice,  the 
State  Examiner  may  impose  a penalty  of  not  less  than  one 
hundred  dollars  or  more  than  five  hundred  dollars,  which  shall 
be  collected  in  the  same  manner  as  other  penalties  prescribed 
by  the  banking  law. 

All  fines  and  penalties  heretofore  provided  for,  to  which  any 
association  organized  under  the  state  banking  law  may  be- 
come subject  to,  shall  be  recovered  on  complaint  of  the  State 
Examiner  or  State  Auditor  before  any  court  having  competent 
jurisdiction,  and  all  fines  and  penalties  so  recovered  shall  be 
paid  into  the  state  treasury. 
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It  appears  to  be  a difficult  matter  for  the  State  Examiner  to 
pass  upou  the  solvency  of  banks  which  are  in  a manner  acting 
as  the  reserve  agents  for  state  banks  holding  the  funds  of  said 
banks  supposed  to  be  available  funds.  There  should  be  some 
way  of  getting  at  more  knowledge  in  this  matter.  A great 
amount  of  the  state  bank  funds  is  in  the  keeping  of  private 
institutions  the  solvency  of  which  is  entirely  unknown  to  the 
State  Examiner.  If  the  state  banking  laws  were  such  as  to  re- 
(luire  the  appointment  or  approval  of  reserve  agents  for  banks 
and  only  such  money  as  was  in  the  hands  of  such  agent  could  be 
termed  available  funds  of  the  bank  for  whom  they  were  acting 
as  such  agent  it  would  be  an  easy  matter  to  determine 
the  amount  of  actual  available  funds  in  a state  bank.  The 
number  of  such  reserve  agents  need  not  be  limited. 

The  following  section  should  be  added  to  the  present  law. 

No  banking  association  shall  accept  or  receive  on  deposit, 
with  or  without  interest,  any  money,  bank  bills  or  notes  or 
United  States  treasury  notes  or  currency,  or  other  notes,  bills 
or  drafts,  circulating  as  money  or  currency,  when  such  bank- 
ing association  is  insolvent.  If  any  such  banking  association 
shall  receive  or  accept  on  deposit,  any  such  deposit  as  aforesaid 
when  insolvent,  any  officer,  director,  cashier,  manager,  mem- 
ber, party  or  managing  part^^  thereof,  who  shall  knowingly 
receive  or  accept,  be  accessory  or  permit,  or  connive  at  the 
receiving  or  accepting  on  deposit  therein  or  thereby  any  such 
deposits  as  aforesaid,  shall  be  guilty  of  a felony,  and  upon  con- 
viction thereof  shall  be  punished  by  a fine  not  exceeding  Ten 
Thousand  Dollars,  or  by  imprisonment  in  the  penitentiary  not 
exceeding  five  years,  or  by  both  fine  and  imprisonment  as  afore- 
said. 

Also  the  following  should  be  added. 

The  State  Examiner,  on  becoming  satisfied  of  the  insolvency 
of  any  bank  organized  under  the  provisions  of  the  state  bank- 
ing law,  after  making  an  examination  of  the  same  and  having 
consulted  with  the  board  of  directors,  may  forthwith  apply  to 
the  District  Court  having  jurisdiction  of  the  subject  matter  for 
the  appointment  of  a receiver. 

The  law  should  also  define  a bad  debt  so  that  the  carrying  of 
over  due  paper,  without  regard  to  time  interest  is  unpaid,  may 
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be  prevented.  The  law  in  regard  to  payment  of  capital  and 
issuance  of  certificate  to  commence  business  should  be  amend- 
ed requiring  this  department  to  visit  the  bank  and  ascertain 
the  payment  of  the  capital  before  certificate  is  issued.  This 
department  has  found  in  this  state  certain  banks  which  had 
certified  to  the  State  Auditor  that  the  money  was  actually 
paid  in  when  as  a matter  of  fact  over  one-half  of  said  money 
was  in  the  form  of  a note.  All  active  afficers  of  state  banks 
should  be  required  to  furnish  a bond  equal  to  20  per  cent  of  the 
capital  stock.  Such  bonds  to  be  approved  by  the  board  of 
directors  and  recorded  in  the  minute  book  of  the  bank  and  held 
by  one  of  the  directors  of  the  bank. 

There  has  been  an  examination  made  of  part  of  the  state 
banks  and  as  far  as  investigated  the  general  condition  of  the  as- 
sociations examined  is  good.  There  is  a large  reserve  of  about 
40  per  cent  kept  on  hand  and  the  loans  are  generally  speaking 
good.  The  whole  of  the  state  banks  will  be  examined  before 
Jan.  1st,  1896. 

The  object  of  this  department  in  recommending  the  enacting 
of  new  laws  and  making  amendments  to  the  present  laws  is 
that  such  laws  as  have  been  suggested  if  enacted  will  have  the 
effect  of  placing  the  state  institutions  on  a par  with  the  banks 
organized  under  the  national  law.  It  is  a well  known  law  of 
commerce  that  the  more  safeguards  that  are  placed  about  an 
association,  having  as  its  object  the  safe  keeping  and  invest- 
ment of  public  monies,  the  better  said  association  thrives.

They  are  doing  a safe  business  and  keeping  large  reserves  on 
hand  at  all  times. 

The  state  laws  governing  State  Savings  Banks  and  Trust 
Deposit  and  Security  Associations  are  very  good.  There 
should  be  the  additional  enactments  made  to  govern  these 
associations  changing  the  laws  in  the  manner  set  forth  in  sug- 
gestions under  State  Banking  associations  as  follows: 

In  relation  to  commencing  business.  In  relation  to  going 
into  liquidation.  In  advertising  examiners’  reports.  Active 
officers  to  give  bonds.  In  manner  of  filing  oaths  of  directors. 

These  banks  will  be  both  examined  before  Jan.  1st,  1896. 


DIVISION  VI. 


STATE  EXAMINER  ACT. 


The  act  creating  the  office  of  state  examiner  and  prescribing 
his  duties,  is  in  many  ways  contradictory;  for  instance  in  one 
section  two  examinations  is  required  per  year  and  in  another 
place  only  one  examination  is  required  per  year  of  the  same 
institution.  This  should  be  changed  so  as  to  clearly  define 
the  number  of  examinations  required  to  be  made  per  annum, 
except  such  examinations  as  are  required  hj  special  request. 
The  report  required  to  be  furnished  the  Governor  twice  each 
year  is  difficult  to  furnish  with  any  degree  of  satisfaction,  and 
should  be  only  required  once  each  year  as  a special  report  is 
made  to  the  Governor  within  ten  days  after  each  examination 
of  any  banking  association,  state  officer,  public  institution,  or 
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board  of  county  commissioners.  And  likewise  a sjiecial  report 
is  required  to  be  furnished  the  boards  of  county  commissioners 
after  each  examination  of  county  offices. 

The  duties  of  this  office  for  the  past  eight  months  have  been 
very  burdensome,  owing  to  it  being  necessary  to  inaugurate  a 
uniform  system  of  books  for  use  in  all  the  county  offices  and 
owing  to  the  fact  that  this  office  had  to  be  provided  with  vari- 
ous forms  of  blanks  for  county  officers’  reports,  bank  reports 
(both  state  and  savings  banks)  proper  stationery  and  compiling 
forms  for  tabulated  statements  from  numerous  other  insti- 
tutions.
